Tlie Red Cross also .sends needy dis­ 
abled ex-service men to government 
hospitals.

Tills means a great 
saving to the county in hospital bills 
and medical -exiionses. Tlie claims of 
ex-servicc men for pensions, bonus, 
compensation, etc., are also handled 
through the Red Cross, which m eaîis

pay their bills. Rents are being paid 
right now with money paid 
by

governm ent to ex-service men rents, 
grocery bills, etc.,

These are some of the reasons why 
the county should maintain some sort 
of Red Cros organization, which can 
be done only through the contribution 
of money for memberships. The Red 
Cross is one of the agencies partici­ 
pating in the Community Chest.
